IECALLING a visit to an American 

training camp during World War II 

Winston Churchill, British Prime Minis- 
ter, wrote: 

“I saw the creation of this mighty 

force — this 
— mighty Army, 
victorious in ev- 
ery theater 
against the en- 
emy in so short 
a time and from 
such a very 
small parent 
stock. This is 
an achievement 
which the sol- 
diers of every 
other country 
will always 
study with ad- 
miration and 
envy.” 

It was an or- 
ganization known as Army Ground 
Forces which directed our enormous and 
efficient mass production of fighting men 
and fighting divisions between 1942 and 
1945. During this critical period Army 
Ground Forces was commanded by Lt. 
Gen. Lesley J. McNair who did a magnifi- 
cent job in organizing and training vast 
American forces for global warfare. He 
was constantly in the field observing the 
progress of training, always seeking new 
methods of making training more effec- 
tive. Ever insistent upon observing how 
training paid off in combat McNair was 
wounded while on an observation mission 
in Tunisia and was later killed in Nor- 
mandy on a similar mission. He sacri- 
ficed his own life while trying to devise 
more effective means to enable the sol- 
dier to stay alive on the battlefield and 
win! 

Today the lineal descendant of the old 
Army Ground Forces organization, the 
Office of the Chief of Army Field Forces, 
is engaged in a similar mission—that of 
expanding and training the Army to 
meet aggression now and in the future. 

The mission of the Chief of Army Field 
Forces, while it involves organizational 
and equipment problems, is primarily 
concerned with the training of the 
Army—preparing both individual re 
placements and Army units for combat 
or combat support operations. My head- 
quarters is the field operating agency for 
the Department of Army and as such is 
responsible for the state of training and 
the operational readiness of individuals 
and units utilized by the Army in the 
field. 

This includes the organization and 
training of the Civilian Components— 
the National Guard, Organized Reserve 
Corps and the ROTC. Additionally we

Dept. Fights Bill To Strip 


Forces’ Medical Services 
Strong opposition was presented this 
week by the Department of Defense to 
the bill which would place virtually all 
of the Service hospitals and some Service 
personnel under a proposed civilian De- 
partment of Health. 

Rear Adm. C. J. Brown (MC), USN, 
Deputy and Assistant Chief of the Navy’s 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, testified 
for the Department of Defense before the 
Senate subcommittee which is consider- 
ing this and other proposals of the Hoover 
Commission. 

“The enactment of any legislation,” Ad- 
miral Brown said, “in peace or war, re- 
moving medical logistic resources from 
the control of the Department of Defense 
will be detrimental to future military 
missions of the Armed Forces.” 

Opposition to the bill was also voiced 
by the American Medical Association, 
whose representative, Dr. Walter B. Mar- 
tin, declared that “Such a transfer of 
military installations, although question- 
able enough even in peacetime, would 
be fraught with danger during the pres- 
ent emergency.” 

Care of Dependents 

Dr. Martin said that the AMA Board 
of Trustees believes that the way to have 
economy in military manpower is to “ob- 
tain a clear congressional definition of 
the extent of the government’s respon- 
sibility for furnishing medical care with 
particular reference to the treatment of 
veterans with nonservice-connected dis- 
abilities and the dependents of service 
personnel; and to establish a federal 
board to control the distribution of beds 
among the several federal hospital serv- 
ices, to insure joint planning in the field 
of hospital construction and to determine 
the need and location of proposed new 
hospitals in the United States.”

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Adm. Fox Hits Waste Charge 


“It is not enough that items look alike 
for price comparison; they must be one 
and the same,” Vice Adm. Charles W. 
Fox, Chief of Naval Material, told mem- 
bers of the Procurement Subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices this week. 

In a graphic presentation, Admiral Fox 
spelled out specific reasons for the wide 
range in prices of “look alike” items 
which the Subcommittee has collected 
from the Armed Services for its “Cham- 
ber of Horrors.” 

Handing the committee members a 
number of items, in pairs, which appeared 
to be identical, Admiral Fox explained 
their differences. He said that in one in- 
stance, the cost of two “apparently 
identical” bearings is widely separated. 
One, a precision bearing which has met 
rigid tolerances for gyro-compass appli- 
cation, costs $4.38. Its counterpart, Ad- 
miral Fox said, “is the same kind of bear- 
ing but does not meet the rigid tolerances 
specified for gyro-compass application.” 
It costs 43 cents. 

If the cheaper bearing were used in 
place of the more expensive one, Admiral 
Fox said “damage to a $12,500 gyro- 
compass would result, and erratic opera- 
tion of the compass would endanger the 
safety of a ship.” The moral, he said, is 
“Don’t use a 43 cent bearing in place of 
a $4.38 bearing, or the taxpayers’ money 
will surely be wasted.” 

Commenting on the Subcommittee’s 
“Chamber of Horrors,” he said, 
these exhibits look alike, the fact remains 
that they are not alike really, and there- 
fore the prices vary widely. For example, 
if the two apparently identical bearings 

. were placed side by side and displayed 
with no information other than the 
prices, one at $4.38 and the other at 43 
cents, it is reasonable to assume that the 
average person would think it unforgiv- 
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“Half-Strength” Por 
Bill Goes to Senate 


A “half-strength” version of the Serv- 
ices’ cost-of-living pay increase bill was 
formally reported to the Senate on 5 
March by Senator Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga), chairman of its Committee on 
Armed Services. 

With the increase in base pay reduced 
to three per cent from the House bill’s 
ten per cent, and rearrangement of 
quarters and subsistence allowances the 
bill provides an over-all increase of only 
5.5 per cent as compared with the 10 per 
cent provided by the House. 

Moreover, because retired personnel 
receive no allowances, their net increase 
in the Senate bill is only three per cent. 
The estimated average increase for the 
active list is 5.75 per cent, but this varies 
with individuals according to their num- 
ber of dependents. 

Chairman Russell was planning to at- 
tempt to bring the bill before the Senate 
on the afternoon of 7 March, 


Combat Pay Dead 


Meanwhile, Senator Russell told THE 
JOURNAL that the proposal to grant Com- 
bat Pay to forces actually engaged with 
the enemy in Korea is dead. He said that 
in the executive session in which the 
cost-of-living increase was considered, 
the committee voted not to act upon the 
Combat Pay, although the chairman him- 
self and some others said they were in 
favor of some form of hazard pay for 
those in the combat zone. 

General opinion seems to be that the 
Senate will approve the measure in vir- 
tually the same form as its committee 
has reported it. However, there is little 
doubt but that both the Committee and 
the Senate leaders are doing so with the 
foreknowledge that when the bill goes 
to conference with the House there will 
have to be a compromise with the 
House’s higher rates so that the net re- 
sult will be a greater increase than that 
recommended in the Senate. There is 
belief that the conferees will accept the 
Senate’s plan on allowances and com- 
promise at about a five per cent increase 
in base pay. 

The leaders are said to be aiming to 
send the finished measure to the White 
House before 1 April so that it can take 
effect on that date. This would mean 
that the Services will be nine months 
and five per cent behind the civilian em- 
ployees of the government. 

In defense of its bill, the Senate Com- 
mittee submitted a detailed report, the 
text and tables of which are printed in 
this issue of THE JOURNAL. 

It should be noted that the increases 
in quarters allowances for officers, war- 
rant officers, and enlisted men are merely 
temporary, for the bill provides that they 
shall be in effect only until 30 April 1953 
—the expiration date of the Dependents 
Assistance Act. 

In the case of retired pay, the Senate 
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Outnumbered F-86’s 
Bag Five Red Jets 


American Sabre Jets, outnumbered 
more than two to one, shot down 5 en- 
emy MIG-15s, and probably destroyed a 
sixth over Northwest Korea on Wednes- 
day, 5 March, in the biggest single bag 
of Red planes in more than a month. 

On the following day 6 Sabres, outnum- 
bered more than three to one, knocked 
down 1 enemy MIG and damaged an- 
other in a running air battle between 
Pyongyang and the Manchurian border. 
Previously in another series of encoun- 
ters on Monday the Sabres downed 2 
and damaged 5 enemy aircraft. Ameri- 
can losses, if any, were not announced. 

The acceleration of air combat this 
week was in sharp contrast with ground 
fighting, which was at a low ebb, being 
confined largely to light patrol clashes. 
Naval activity was mostly of a routine 
character, and included the usual patrol 
and bombardment operations. 

In addition to the air battles there 
were continued regular heavy strikes by 
Allied land and carrier-based planes 
against enemy communications facilities, 
supply installations, and _ front-line 
troops. Heavy damage and numerous 
casualties were inflicted. 


Reds Claim Air Victories 


A North Korean communique, broad- 
cast by the Pyongyang radio, reported 
that 13 Allied planes had been shot down 
and 7 damaged by the Reds during the 
week ending last Tuesday. The Reds also 
asserted that one Allied destroyer had 
been sunk and two others damaged at 
Chongjin. These claims were not verified 
at Allied headquarters, though three 
United Nations planes were shot down 
by Communist ground fire last week, and 
two American destroyers were hit, but 
none sunk, by Red shore batteries. 

On the ground in the west small en- 
emy groups probed Allied positions west 
and northwest of Korangpo-ri, but were 
repulsed with losses in killed and cap- 
tured in brief actions. West of Chorwon 
an enemy unit of undetermined strength 
engaged in a short firefight with Allied 
troops in advanced positions. 

Light patrol contact was made with 
enemy units up to a platoon size along 
the central front. Scattered engagements 
developed with inconclusive results. 

An enemy platoon fired on a United 
Nations advance position west of the 
Mundung-ni Valley. There was desultory 
fighting for an hour and 20 minutes after 
which the enemy withdrew. There were 
other light engagements during the week 
in the same area and northwest of Kan- 
song on the east coast. Elsewhere on the 
eastern front United Nations patrols con- 
tacted small enemy groups in brief skir- 
mishes. 


At the eastern end of the trans-penin- 
sular battle line the U. S. Heavy Cruiser 
St. Paul, firing in support of land troops, 
destroyed or damaged a considerable 
number of bunkers, and wiped out a 
Communist 75mm mortar position with 
direct hits from the main 8inch gun 
battery. 
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Naval Guns Strike 


At Songjin, Hungnam and Wonsan, on 
the east coast, and along the west coast 
of North Korea, surface elements of the 
Allied fleet picketed main rail lines, and 


took enemy shore batteries, highways, 


road junctions, and marshalling yards 
under round-the-clock interdiction and 
harassing fire. 


Navy planes from U. S. Carrier Force 
77 cut Red rails in hundreds of places. 
They also shot up numerous boats and 
sampans engaged in minor inshore trans- 
port activities. Trucks caught on high- 
ways were destroyed by rockets, napalm, 
and bombs. Navy flyers also knocked out 
a considerable number of rail cars. 

U. S. Fleet Marine Air Wing pilots con- 
centrated on enemy bunkers close to the 
front lines. They also destroyed gun 
positions, communication trenches, small 
boats and supply shelters. 

Far East Air Force land planes 
knocked down at least 7 enemy planes, 
probably destroyed another, and dam- 























aged 5 in a series of air battles during 
the week. Allied bombers and fighter- 
bombers cut rails, destroyed troop 
bunkers, knocked out trucks, gun posi- 
tions and supply shelters, and inflicted 
numerous personnel casualties. 

While flying protective cover for 
fighter-bombers on interdiction missions 
on Monday, 3 March, American F-86 
Sabre Jets destroyed 2 enemy MIG-15s 
and damaged 5 others in six separate 


engagements in Northwest Korea at alti- | 
| room and one small bathroom on the upper 


tudes ranging from 40,000 feet down to 
10,000 feet. 

On Wednesday, 5 March, 28 American 
Sabres encountered 70 enemy jets near 
the Manchurian border. In a fast half- 
hour battle 5 of the Red MIGs were 
shot down, another was probably de- 
stroyed, and still another was seen to 
crash beyond the Manchurian bodrer, 
though it had not been hit. 


Another Sabre victory was registered 
on Thursday, 6 March, when a flight of 
6 American F-86s shot down one enemy 
jet and damaged another. 

Announcement of American losses, if 
any, was deferred in accordance with the 
recently adopted policy which summarizes 
losses once a week, in order to protect 
pilots who may have bailed out in enemy 
territory and who may be where they can 
be rescued by helicopter, unless their 
location is disclosed to the foe. 


Air-Ground Strikes 


In air-to-ground action this week Al- 
lied F-51 propeller-driven Mustangs and 
Marine planes flew close support mis- 
sions and destroyed many troop bunkers 
and killed large numbers of enemy sol- 
diers near the Kosong battle area on 
the eastern front. In Central Korea 
bunkers were hit and many casualties 
were inflicted on the enemy south of 
Sibyon. In the Kumsong area Mustangs 
destroyed several enemy-held buildings 
and supply shelters. 

Allied F-80 and F-84 fighter-bombers, 
guarded by Sabre Jets, made many rail 
cuts in the Sinanju area, and knocked out 
rolling stock, gun positions, buildings, 
and revetments and damaged a tunnel. 

U. S. medium bombers from Okinawa 
used radar-aiming methods to drop 90 
tons of 500-lb. high explosive bombs on 
a rail traffic choke point south of Suk- 
chon. They reported meager flak and 
no air opposition. Other Superforts flew 
close air support missions for ground 
troops. 

Night-flying B-26 light bombers and 
Marine planes attacked enemy vehicular 
traffic attempting to move along the 
roads under cover of darkness. Large 
numbers of south-bound, supply-laden 
trucks were destroyed, particularly near 
the central sector of the battle zone.

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Mr. Sutton’s “Hunting Lodge” 


The Army this week met with a full 
statement of facts the charge by a mem- 
ber of Congress that $27,000 in Govern- 
ment funds had been spent for a private 
hunting lodge at the A.P. Hill Military 
Reservation in Virginia. 

This damaging but unsupported accusa- 
tion was made by Representative Pat 
Sutton (D-Tenn.). It was directed against 
Lt. Gen. Edward H. Brooks, USA, Second 
Army commander at Ft. Meade, Md. 

At the same time that newspapers 
were carrying the charges made by Rep- 
resentative Sutton, it was announced 
that an Army captain would be tried by 
court-martial on 11 March at Indiantown 
Gap Military Reservation, Pa., on a charge 
of “falsely representing a woman friend 
as his wife.” A member of the defense 
counsel will be Congressman Sutton. 

In the Army’s statement concerning 
the allegation of improprieties in connec- 
tion with the lodge at the A.P. Hill Mili- 
tary Reservation the following facts are 
revealed: 

“Since its acquisition, the former Thomas 
home, or Lodge, has been used as a shelter 
for personnel participating in field problems, 
as a Bachelor Officers’ Quarters, as tempo- 
rary family quarters, and as an Officers’ Open 
Mess. The Lodge has eight rooms and three 
bathrooms on the ground floor and one bed- 


floor, (One report stated that the building 
had nine bathrooms.) The furniture in the 
Lodge consists of the following Government 
property: one small refrigerator, ten dining 
room chairs, six cots with mattresses and 
bedding (in storage), one cot (made up), 
two electric ranges. All other furniture: one 
large refrigerator, two ping pong tables, nine 
armchairs, one piano, 1 pool table, settees, 
chairs, small tables and lamps, were pur- 
chased from the private funds of the Officers’ 
Club, and not from Government funds. Ex- 
cept for use for recreational purposes by 
officers who are assigned or attached to A.P. 
Hill at infrequent intervals, the building has 
been in disuse for a number of months. 

“There has been no new construction at 
A.P. Hill since World War II. Minimum es- 
sential maintenance only has been carried out 
at the Lodge. Specifically, $1651.60 has been 
expended in Fiscal Year 1952 for repair of 
down spouts, gutters, plumbing and floor 
beams at the Lodge. 

“General Brooks has never spent a night 








at the Lodge, although he inspected the 
reservation and field training exercises im 
the summer of 1951. 

“On 3 March, Congressman Sutton in- 
formed ‘a newsman,’ according to Associated 
Press wire service, that ‘high Army brass 
from The Pentagon and their ‘lady friends’ 
have attended weekend parties at a luxury 
hunting lodge on A.P. Hill Military Reser- 
vation.’ He offered to give the names of per- 
sons who had used the Lodge for parties. 
According to the last two commanding offi- 
cers at A.P. Hill Military Reservation, no 
‘Pentagon brass’ either with or without ‘lady 
friends’ has attended weekend or any other 
parties at the Lodge. A few officers have 
gone to A.P. Hill to hunt. In no case were 
these officers accompanied by women, or 
‘lady friends.’ 

“Tt should be pointed out that the Lodge, 
though used as an Officers’ Club on occasion, 
is not operated as a formal club because of 
the few officers now stationed permanently 
at A.P. Hill. 

“‘At present there are stationed at the res- 
ervation: 8 Officers assigned to A.P. Hill, 2 
Military Police Officers attached, 1 Medical 
Officer attached, 1 3d Armored Cavalry Offi- 
cer attached, 1 or 2 Quartermaster Officers 
attached with the Quartermaster Demonstra- 
tion Team; About twice a month sixty to 
seventy officers are attached temporarily for 
classes and demonstrations by the Quarter- 
master Team. 

“Since the summer of 1951, three parties 
have been held at the Lodge: at the end of 
the summer by the officers of the 302d Field 
Hospital; about the first of November by 
officers of the 3d Armored Cavlary then at- 
tached; and on 15 Feb. 1952, a farewell to the 
departing commanding officer and a welcome 
to the new commander by the officers ther 
assigned and attached to the reservation.”’ 


Heads QM Container Research

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Senate Committee’s Explanation of Its 
Action in Reducing Service Pay Increase 


OLLOWING is the text of the re- 
port of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee on its version of the cost-of- 
living pay increase for the military 
forces: 
Purpose of the Bill 


The purpose of this bill is to increase the 
pay and allowances of members of the Armed 
Forces because of increased living costs. 
Present Emoluments of Military Personnel 

The current pay system of the uniformed 
services (which includes Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public 
Health Service and Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey) is set forth in the Career Compensation 
Act, approved 12 October 1949. The pay scales 
incorporated in this Act are the results of 
an intensive study by a civilian commission 
known as the Hook Commission. These pay 
scales were correlated with comparable in- 
dustrial, agricultural and business pay rates. 
Some reductions were made in the Commis- 
sion’s recommendations prior to enactment 
by the Congress. 

The concept has long been established that 
the Government is obligated to feed, clothe 
and house its military personnel. Since it is 
neither possible nor practicable for the Gov- 
ernment to feed and house military personnel 
under all circumstances, monetary allow- 
ances are provided when government quar- 
ters and messing facilities are not available. 
Moreover the Government has assumed the 
responsibility of providing allowances for the 
dependents of military personnel under some 
circumstances. 

Special pay is also provided for certain 
duties considered as unduly hazardous. Ex- 
amples are: additional pay for regular par- 
ticipation in aerial flights, duty on board a 
submarine and duty involving parachute 
jumping. Other special pays are provided as 
an incentive to meet specific conditions. Ex- 
amples of this type of special pay are: addi- 
tional pay for physiclans and dentists, re- 
enlistment bonuses and foreign duty pay for 
enlisted members. 

In addition to pay, military personnel re- 
ceive other benefits and services not normally 
furnished to other employees of the govern- 
ment or by civilian employers. These bene- 
fits include medical and ‘dental care, hos- 
pitalization for all members and, when avail- 
able, to the dependents of members. 

Thus the emoluments of military personnel 
are based on many factors. Actual pay is 
made up of basic pay and, when authorized, 
special pay and allowances. Basic pay and 
special pay are subject to normal taxation, 
whereas allowances are tax exempt. Public 
Law 907, Eighty-first Congress, provides that 
the total pay of all enlisted personnel serv- 
ing in Korea or the waters within 50 miles 
adjacent thereto will be tax exempt, while 
the officers serving in that area receive a spe- 
cial monthly exemption of $200. These ex- 
emptions apply to Korea only. 


Discussion of the Bill 


H.R. 5715, as passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, provides for a flat overall in- 
crease of 10 per cent in basic pay and quar- 
ters and subsistence allowances for all active 
duty military personnel. A like percentage 
increase is provided in the pay of all retired 
military personnel. 

The Committee conducted extensive hear- 
ings on this bill, at which representatives of 
the Department of Defense and organizations 
as well as individuals appeared. Department 
of Defense officials testified that this bill was 
commensurate with the cost of living in- 
crease provided civilian employees of the 
government during 1951, and that any ap- 
proach, other than a flat percentage increase 


would throw out of balance the present 
carefully conceived pay and allowance scales 
of the Career Compensation Act. 


The Committee has approached this bill en- 
tirely from the standpoint of providing a cost 
of living increase for military personnel. Be- 
cause of the different concepts in computing 
emoluments for civilian government employees 
and military personnel, the method of pro- 
viding cost of living increases for one group 
is not readily adaptable to the other group. 
It is evident that the government has already 
paid a substantial part of the cost of living 
increase for the members of the military 
who receive as a part of their pay their food, 
clothing, housing, medical care and hospitali- 
zation, The costs of these daily requisites are 
the major items in the cost of living, with 
numerous other items contributing to a lesser 
degree. For these reasons the Committee has 
not adopted the method in the House passed 
bill of applying a flat percentage increase 
to provide a cost of living increases for mili- 
tary personnel. The action which the Com- 
mittee has taken is in accord with that en- 
visioned by the Hook Commission recom- 
mendations as evidenced by the following 
quotation from the Hook Commission report: 


“At this time, the Commission believes 
that it is unwise to change the accepted 
differentiation between pay and allowances, 
since it is impossible and undesirable in 
the best interests of national defense for 
the Government to provide food and quar- 
ters at all times. This qualification is es- 
sentially pertinent now, in the light of the 
present housing situation and the evident 
inability of the Uniformed Forces to pro- 
vide Government quarters for all person- 
nel. The Commission believes that progress 
will be made in alleviating these conditions 
and, accordingly, that the amount of the 
allowances should be determined adminis- 
tratively, within limits and guides estab- 
lished by the Congress, so that changes in 
the costs of goods and services for which 
they are intended as reimbursement may 
be adequately reflected on a current basis.’’ 

Committee Amendment to the Bill 

Quarters Allowances 

Because of the different approach the Com- 
mittee has substituted new language for the 
bill as passed by the House of Representa- 
tives. This approach provides for a uniform 
adjustment in quarters allowances to those 
members with dependents, and which for 
most individuals are greater than the 10 per 
cent increase in this allowance provided in 
the House passed bill. The monthly quar- 
ters allowance of each officer with depend- 
ents is increased by $10. These officers with 
three or more dependents will receive an ad- 
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ditional increase of $10 in their monthly 
quarters allowance. Increasing the quarters 
allowances of officers based on the number 
of dependents is a departure from previous 
laws, although similar provisions were in- 
cluded in the Dependents Assistance Act of 
1950 for enlisted members. Since the bene- 
fits for enlisted members provided in the De- 
pendents Assistance Act will expire on 30 
April 1953, it is provided that the additional 
quarters allowance for officers with three or 
more dependents will expire at the same time, 
in order that the Congress may determine 
the advisability of extending these benefits. 

Enlisted members in Grades E-1 through 
E-3 with one dependent would receive $51 
per month, a monthly increase of $6; such 
members with two dependents would receive 
$80 per month, an increase of $12.50 per 
month, and those with more than two de- 
pendents $100 per month, an increase of $15 
per month. Members in grades E-4 through 
E-7 with not over two dependents would re- 
ceive $80 per month, an increase of $12.50 
and such members with more than two de- 
pendents would receive $100 per month, an 
increase of $15. 


Subsistence Allowances 
The subsistence allowance has been uni-

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Jet "Copter Planned 


A helicopter powered by small jet en- | 


gines, designed so that it can be dropped 
from larger planes, unpacked by two men 
and put in the air in approximately 20 
minutes, is being developed under spon- 
sorship of the Army Ordnance Corps. 

The new aircraft is designed for air 
evacuation, transport and supply as well 
as for observation. The lightest and 
smallest aircraft being developed for the 
Army, it weighs less than 300 pounds, is 
6 feet high and can be collapsed into a 
5x5x14 feet container. 

Versatility of the helicopter is demon- 
strated by its adaptability to carry two 
men side by side, or tandem, in twin 
eternal litter carriers. No modification in 
the basic frame or in the power plant is 
necessary. 

Designated the XH-26, the aircraft is 
basically a one man ship powered by two 
16-pound pulse jet engines, one on each 
end of the rotor blades. Loaded for flight, 
the plane will weigh about 700 pounds. 
This weight includes the pilot, radio 
equipment and fuel. Top speed of the 
XH-26, being developed by the American 
Helicopter Company in Los Angeles, 
Calif., is 80 miles per hour. Flight time 
is an hour and a half without refueling. 

The power plant of the ship is the two 
AJ6.75 inch pulse jet engines which are 
easily started. Each engine has only one 
moving part. When worn, the part can 
be replaced in a matter of a few minutes 
at low cost. The plane can burn gaso- 
line, kerosene or diesel fuel oil. 

The XH-26 is still in the development 
stages. No orders have been placed by 
the Army for its procurement to date. 


DFC For Rescue 


Maj. Robert Winkler has been awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Cross at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., for heroic achievement 
while serving with the Third Infantry 
Division near Majon-ni, Korea, 20 April 
1951. Brig. Gen. Guy S. Meloy, USA, as- 
sistant commandant of The Infantry 
School presented the medal. 

Major Winkler received the award for 
rescuing a pilot forced down in enemy 
territory. Using a helicopter, he braved 
enemy ground fire, and made his way 
to the point where the pilot was last 
seen. With friendly aircraft strafing the 
hostile positions to cover his approach 
he landed in a flooded rice paddy and 
left the helicopter to search for the pilot. 
After finding the man, who had broken 
both ankles upon hitting the ground, 
Major Winkler carried him to the heli- 
copter and flew him to safety. 

In addition to the Distinguished Flying 
Cross Major Winkler also wears the Dis- 
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tinguished Service Cross, the Silver Star, 
the Bronze Star Medal, the Purple Heart 
with two bronze oak leaf clusters, the 
Air Medal with five bronze oak leaf clus- 
ters and the Combat Infantry Badge.

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Army Field Forces 
(Continued from First Page) 
control personnel and funds for the com- 
bat arms schools and Army Field Forces 
Boards and exercise direct supervision 
and control of all Army schools with the 
exception of the few controlled by G-2, 
Department of the Army. It is also re- 
sponsible for determining the organiza- 
tional structure of units, establishing the 
military characteristics of the weapons 
with which our soldiers fight and the 
field testing of weapons and equipment. 
To fulfill our responsibilities my Office 
is organized with the usual general and 
special staff. A Research and Develop- 
ment Section has been added at the gen- 
eral staff level. It is this section which 
controls the four Army Field Forces 
boards and the Arctic test branch. These 
boards are responsible for the user tests 

of weapons and equipment. 

The principle of decentralization is 
employed in the accomplishment of our 
mission. Training matters concerning the 
combat arms are handled through Con- 
tinental Army commanders and those 
pertaining to the technical and adminis- 
trative services through the Chiefs of 
those services. Our instructions to over- 
seas commands are issued by the De- 
partment of the Army. 

In our operations we have stressed in- 
creased assistance to the field through 
frequent staff visits and helpful inspec- 
tions and have emphasized field exer- 
cises and maneuvers of all kinds in the 
training program. 

Inspector Groups 

In furtherance of this program I es- 
tablished at Fort Monroe an inspector 
group for each of the combat arms— 
Infantry, Artillery and Armor—with 
each group headed by a general officer. 
These inspectors have the duty of 
determining by inspections in the field 
the degree of effectiveness of units and 
installations in accomplishing their train- 
ing missions and to report upon the de- 
gree of combat-readiness of combat and 
support units. The inspectors also assist 
in determining whether current concepts 
pertaining to their respective arms are 
appropriate and adequate. They make 
recommendations to me for action re- 
quired to improve the effectiveness of 
their arms and for improvement in or- 
ganization, weapons and tactics. 

In development of a training program 
designed to attain the maximum combat 
effectiveness under immediate and long- 
range plans of operation many problems 
must be solved. In view of the relatively 
unlimited manpower available to our 
potential enemy it is highly imperative 
that our own forces be highly trained 
and provided with the most modern 
weapons and equipment and be ade- 
quately supported by tactical air. Our 
field armies must possess the mobility, 
firepower and skill to overcome the dis- 
parity in numbers and decisively meet 
and defeat the enemy. 

The improvements made in transpor- 
tation have greatly changed time and 
space factors. This makes it imperative 
that we be ready to meet a long-range 
attack immediately and to retaliate with 
a long-range offensive on short notice. 
The peacetime training program has 
been revised to make it more quickly 
adaptable to emergency requirements 
and officers on my staff are continually 
studying ways and means of producing 
combat-ready individuals and units in 
the shortest period of time without 
sacrificing combat effectiveness. 

Peacetime Army 

It is our traditional national policy to 
maintain, in peacetime, only a relatively 
small Regular Army and to rely on our 
civilian components and newly-inducted 
citizen soldiers when we are confronted 
with a national emergency. When the Ko- 
rean conflict was thrust upon us we faced 
a tremendous task in expanding and 
training our Army. At that time we had 
a training organization designed pri- 
marily to produce replacements for 
those individuals lost by normal attri- 
tion. Our forces at home and abroad were 
small and many units were under- 
strength. 

Our first job was to bolster our forces 
in Korea by sending individual replace- 
ments to bring up to authorized strength 
units already there and to furnish ad-

ditional units from the United States. To 
guarantee a steady flow of replacements 
for Korea and to provide personnel for 
new units organized to replace those de- 
ployed, our training installations were 
quickly expanded. 

To rebuild our General Reserve forces 
in this country, depleted by commitment 
of most of its units to the Korean war, 
we began ordering into active military 
service various units of the National 
Guard and individuals and units of the 
Organized Reserve Corps. 


Korean Program 


When conflict broke out in Korea in 
June of 1950 our replacement training 
organization consisted of four training 
divisions and the WAC Center. Since 
that time we have increased the number 
of training divisions to 10 and have es- 
tablished two other replacement train- 
ing centers to provide branch trained 
replacements for the combat arms and 
the Corps of Engineers. The replacement 
needs of the Military Police and the 
seven technical services are being met 
in nine other replacement training cen- 
ters. 

Initially the need for replacements for 
overseas deployment and to man new 
units under the expansion program made 
it necessary for us to train soldiers in 
the absolute minimum of time, which 
was 14 weeks. The satisfactory build-up 
of the Army under the expanded train- 
ing program made it possible for us, in 
the summer of 1951, to increase the train- 
ing period from 14 to 16 weeks. This 
enabled us to increase the number of 
hours devoted to the combat skills, the 
use of individual weapons and physical 
conditioning. This was done so that the 
soldier could be more’ thoroughly 
grounded and perfected in the subjects 
which he must know to win and stay 
alive on the battlefield. Our aim is to so 
train the soldier that the use of his 
weapons and the application of his battle 
skills will be almost instinctive. 

The first eight of the 16 weeks are 
devoted to training in the fundamentals 
of basic infantry combat, including squad 
tactics and basic subjects common to all 
arms and services. The last eight weeks 





are utilized for the specialized training | 


of the soldier in the particular arm or 
service to which he will be assigned. 
Trained to Fight 

Every man, regardless of branch, is 
trained to fight as an Infantryman so 
that he will be able to protect himself 
and to take his place alongside the In- 
fantry in emergencies. 

Great stress is placed on preparing our 
troops psychologically and physically to 
meet and defeat the most ruthless type 
of foe. 


Our training parallels actual combat | 


conditions as closely as possible without | 


an actual flesh-and-blood enemy. 


We have reinstituted the battle in- | 


doctrination courses which were so suc- 
cessful during World War II, with 
considerable 


realism. These include the infiltration 


improvements to accent | 


course, combat in cities and close combat | 


courses. We also have instituted a new 
course which we call the attack course. 
This is designed to teach the soldier the 
role he must play in an attack on a 
limited objective as a member of the in- 
fantry-artillery-tank team. Mortars, ma- 
chine guns, tanks, artillery and other 
weapons firing live ammunition support 
the unit before and during the advance 
on the objective. In all of our training 
live ammunition is used whenever nor- 
mal safety precautions will permit. 
Realism 

Realism is designed to indoctrinate the 
soldier in the noise and confusion of the 
battlefield so that he will react without 
panic when he is confronted with actual 
combat conditions. 

Our schools, too, have had to undergo 
rapid and wide expansion to provide the 


school-trained officers and enlisted spe- | 


cialists required for the growing Army. 
To meet these increased demands, school 
commandants and their staffs have la- 
bored diligently and effectively. 

To give school training to all individ- 
uals needed to support the present troop 
basis we have more than doubled our 


school enrollments and are continuing | 


to increase school quotas. 

Upon the initiation of the expansion 
program we faced quite a problem in 
providing a sufficient number of officers 
required for new units. The U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy furnished only about 500 
a year, and our one Officer Candidate 


School about 600. We are now meeting | 


our requirements through an enlarged 
procurement program. Our primary 


source has been the ordering to active | 


duty a large number of civilian com- 
ponent officers. The ORC now furnishes 
the bulk of our officer strength and the 
National Guard has supplied more than 
enough to staff the many National Guard 
units called into the active service. The 
ROTC program has been expanded and 
thousands of officers newly commis- 
sioned upon completion of the course are 
being called to active duty. Since July 
1950 when our one Officer Candidate 
School was producing 600 branch im- 
material graduates annually we have ex- 
panded to nine schools geared to carry 
an enrollment of about 25,000 so as to 
graduate approximately 16,000 branch 
trained officers in the calendar year 1952. 


Rebuilding Strength 


We have made tremendous strides in 
building back our depleted military 
strength. At the beginning of the fight- 
ing in Korea we had 10 understrength 
Regular Army divisions. We have built 
back to 12 Regular Army divisions and 
we have in the active service six Na- 
tional Guard Divisions. In addition we 
now have deployed world-wide in our 
active Army 18 regiments and regimental 
combat teams, which may well be con- 
sidered to be the equivalent of the fight- 
ing components of six additional divi- 
sions, 

Of the 12 Regular Army Divisions, six 
are in Korea, three are in Europe and 
three are in the U. S. Two of the Na- 
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tional Guard divisions are in the Far 
East, two are in Europe and two in the 
United States. Two more National Guard 
divisions were called into active serv- 
ice in January and February. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea I have periodically sent teams of 
officers to make observations at the front 
regarding tactical proficiency and suit- 
ability of equipment. Their observations 
and mine have shown our tactics and 
techniques to be basically sound and only 
minor modifications have been made in 
our training programs to prepare our 
soldiers to meet conditions there. 

In the days that lie ahead we must 
continue to build up our strength to the 
degree necessary to serve notice on any 
aggressor that the free peoples of the 
world intend to keep their freedom and 
will continue to fight to retain it. 


Poll on War Policies 


A World War I Army officer, Repre- 
sentative Thomas E, Martin (R-Iowa), 
has asked 39,800 of his constituents if 
they favor certain war and defense pol- 
icies which are now in effect or which 
have been suggested as possible solutions 
to the Korean war. 

Almost 4,000 replies had been received 
as of 25 Feb. and statistics released by 
tepresentative Martin show that a large 
percentage of those who answered the 
questionnaire favor bombing Manchurian 
bases and supply lines (72.74 per cent); 
continued use of American troops in 
Korea (68.77 per cent); and the complete 
defeat of Chinese Reds and North 
Koreans (72.09 per cent). 

A very large percentage (88.86 per cent) 
of those who replied to the questionnaire 
said they do not approve the Truman 
administration foreign policy, that they 
do not want an attack on the Chinese 
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mainland (76.62 per cent), and that they 
favor the continued occupation of Japan 
(86.62 per cent). 

Issues on which they were split in- 
cluded use of the atomic bomb against 
Chinese Red forces (53.39 per cent for), 
reduced production of civilian goods to 
speed up arms production (55.89 per cent 
for), Universal Military Training (53.79 
per cent for), rearmament of Japan 
(57.12 per cent for), rearmament of Ger- 
many (58.99 per cent for), and expendi- 
tures abroad for the development of back- 
ward nations (47.27 for). 


House Kills UMT 


After getting itself deeply entangled 
in parliamentary procedures, the House 
of Representatives on 4 March voted 
236 to 162 to recommit the Universal 
Military Training Act. 

Representative Carl Vinson (D.-Ga.), 
chairman of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee to which the measure was re- 
turned, declared that he would not re- 
submit it. Mr. Vinson is a staunch ad- 
vocate of UMT and fought vigorously 
for it on the floor, but the House’s ac- 
tion in recommitting it without instruc- 
tions left him no other alternative. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate where a 
similar measure was reported out of 
committee, there does not seem to be 
much chance of action. Members feel 
there would be little use to pass a meas- 
ure which would only be killed in the 
House. 

However, Senator Richard B. Russell 
(D.-Ga.), chairman of the committee, has 
been in conference with Representative 
Vinson and it may be that a token meas- 
ure will be put into the works. 
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etnhien Sets Record 


A new submarine record was set last 
week-end when one of the Navy’s veteran 
underseas craft—the USS Flying Fish— 
plunged beneath the waters of Long Is- 
land Sound for her 5,000th dive — the 
largest number of dives ever recorded by 
a submarine. Aboard for the historic oc- 
casion was Secretary of the Navy Dan A. 
Kimball. 

Ten years old last December, the Fly- 
ing Fish has a distinguished background 
which made it particularly appropriate 
that she set the new record for dives. 
The first sub to be commissioned after 
World War II, she carried out 13 combat 
patrols over a 125,000 mile route in the 
Pacific, and sank 15 enemy vessels. 

Today she is an experimental craft, her 
deck deformed by an enormous cylindri- 
cal structure in which the initial prob- 
ings were made on new sound equipment 
for her bright new sister, K-1, the first 
killer-sub. She carried the deformity 
proudly into the deep on her 5,000th dive 
as if aware of the important role it is 
helping her to play in submarine ad- 
vancement. 

Comdr. Phipps Skipper 


The Flying Fish is commanded by Lt. 
Comdr. Richard W. Phipps, a 1943 gradu- 
ate of the Naval Academy. Since Sept. 
1950, the sub has been attached to the 
Underwater Sound Laboratory at New 
London, Conn., as an experimental unit. 
Statistics show that she has spent nearly 
nine months of her 10 year life under- 
water.

Fourteen Marines were decorated this 
week by General Lemuel C. Shepherd, 
jr.. Commandant of the Corps. 


The awards included the Navy Cross 
to Capt. Robert H. Barrow, and three 
Air Medals to Maj. Gen. Gerald C. 
Thomas, who commanded the First Ma- 
rine Division in Korea from May, 1951 
to February, 1952. General Thomas is 
now Assistant Commandant. 

Captain Barrow, 30, of the Personnel 
Department at Headquarters, was 
awarded the Nation’s second highest 
decoration for extraordinary heroism 9 
and 10 Dec., 1950 during the Chosin reser- 
voir campaign. Defying intense enemy 
fire and a blinding snowstorm, he led a 
company up an ice-covered ridge to 
wrest a vital hill from the Chinese Reds 
in hand-to-hand fighting. He and his 
men killed or wounded 300 Chinese Reds 
in the action. 

General Thomas flew on 60 reconnais- 
sance missions over enemy lines in slow, 
unarmed planes during a two month 
period. 

The other decorations included one 
Silver Star Medal, three Bronze Star 
Medals and eight Letters of Commenda- 
tion. 

Lt. Col. Webb D. Sawyer, 33, of the Divi- 
sion of Public Information, Headquarters, 
received his third Silver Star Medal for 
gallantry in action in Korea,

Side-Step Navy Reg 

Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball 
has authorized Navy and Marine Corps 
activities to side-step a Navy Regulation 
in order to “cooperate fully” with Rep- 
resentative F. Edward Héberts’s Pro- 
curement Subcommittee of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Article 1248 of Navy Regs provides 
that Naval personnel may not communi- 
cate directly with Congress on legisla- 
tive matters unless such communications 
are forwarded through the Navy Secre- 
tary or are authorized by him. 

Taking cognizance of a questionnaire 
mailed out by Mr. Hébert, Secretary 
Kimball has authorized an exception to 
the Regulation, thereby permitting Navy 
and Marine commanders to make direct 
replies. At the same time, activities have 
been directed to file copies of their an- 
swers “immediately“ with the Chief of 
Naval Material. Marines have been noti- 
fied to forward copies of their answers 
to the Chief of Naval Material and Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters. 

The Navy Regulation which will be 
circumvented specifies that “All... 
communications from any persons in the 
Naval service ... addressed to Congress 
or to either House thereof, or to any 
committee thereof on any subject of 
legislation relating to the Naval Estab- 
lishment, either pending, proposed or 
suggested, shall be forwarded through, 
or as authorized by the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 





Guided Missiles Course 


The Navy has opened a 32-weeks course 
of instruction in guided missiles to line 
lieutenant commanders, lieutenants and 
lieutenants (jg). 

The course will be held at Fort Bliss, 
Tex., and applications are desired by 
BuPers (Attention Pers B111H) prior to 
15 March. Dispatch applications may be 
submitted, the Navy said, “if necessary 
to insure receipt by deadline date.” 
Classes will convene in May and Septem- 
ber 1952 and January 1953. 

In order to qualify, officers must be 
assigned 1100 or 1300 designations, hold 
an engineering degree or its equivalent, 
with a working knowledge of college 
physics and integral and differential cal- 
culus. A background in radar, radio and 
electricity is desirable “but not manda- 
tory,” the Navy said. 

Officers due for shore duty will be 
given preference, and all officers selected 
must submit an agreement not to resign 
during the curriculum and to serve for 
two years in the Naval Service after com- 
pletion of the course.

(Continued from First Page) 
ably wasteful to pay different prices for 
what would appear to be identical items. 
But it could be far more wasteful... 
if the 43 cent bearing were to be used 
in a $12,500 gyro-compass—and hence 
probably damage the compass as well as 
endanger the entire ship.” 

Citing another example, Admiral Fox 
pointed out that “40 watt electric light 
bulbs which are the same size and other- 
wise look alike are not necessarily the 
same. There is considerable difference in 
the quality of electric bulbs, and the 
number of watts of light does not denote 
quality.” 

He said, “A battleship equipped with 
ordinary household electric light bulbs 
would probably be in total darkness after 
the first salvo of gunfire.” 


Similarly, he pointed out that “a pillow 
stuffed with waterfowl feathers costs 
more than one stuffed with chicken 
feathers; but pillows stuffed with water- 
fowl feathers are necessary for hospitals 
because they must withstand the high 
pressure of steam sterilizing.” 


Proud of Record 


The 57-year-old officer who rose from 
the enlisted ranks told the Subcommittee 
that the Navy “is proud of its achieve- 
ments in the fleld of supply manage- 
ment.” He said constructive criticism 
which will help the Navy to improve its 
system is always welcome but, “strive as 
we may to become more efficient, per- 
fection has not been attained, and I fear 
never will or can be attained, because the 
functioning of the system is dependent 
upon human beings and hence subject to 
errors in human judgment as well as to 
unforeseeable technological changes.” 


Commercial enterprises, he said, “have 
come to accept and reflect such errors 
and unforeseen changes in a fixed per- 
centage.” He pointed out that one major 
mail-order house has found that 7.2 per 
cent of its merchandise (about 7,200 
items) does not move in the normal turn- 
over period and must be disposed of at 
marked down prices. These, he said, could 
be termed as “bad buys.” He then asked, 
“Is it not reasonable to accord the Navy 
a comparable margin of error, or at least 
some margin of error, for human falli- 
bility and for obsolescence due to un- 
foreseen technological advancements?” 

He also expressed the belief that “while 
some single service and joint service pur- 
chase assignments have been carried out 
with apparent satisfaction, sound busi- 
ness practice would seem to dictate that 
further expansion of such assignments 
should be made only after careful study 
each case.” He 
added, “It would seem prudent to exam- 
ine the results of the assignments which 
already have been made to determine if 
in fact they have resulted in increased 
efficiency or economy.” 


Other Savings 


The Chief of Naval Material explained 
to the committee why it is not feasible to 
expand Federal Supply Schedules to in- 
clude all or substantially all common-use 
items. He demonstrated that substantial 
savings could be effected by the Services 
in many instances by not making use of 
the Schedules. 


Admiral Fox pointed out that respon- 
sibility for the preparation of the stand- 
ard Federal catalog did not become vested 
in the military until July 1950, and that 
considerable progress has since been 
made. 


In concluding his statement, he said, 
“We in the Navy firmly believe that we 
have in the Supply Corps an excellent 
and adequate group of supply manage- 
ment personnel. We believe that we have 
a sound and efficient integrated Navy 
supply system. And we believe that we 
have properly and effectively discharged 
our responsibilities and are continuing 
to do so, with respect to both procure- 
ment and the cataloging program.”

The subsistence allowance for enlisted mem- 
bers, when rations in kind are not available, 
is increased from $2.25 per day to $2.75 per 
day. 

The basic pay of all active duty personnel 
is increased by 3 per cent instead of 10 per 
cent as provided by the House passed bill.

Taft Wants Re-examination 
of U. S. Military Structure 


The current military program of the 
United States is in need of immediate 
revaluation, Senator Robert A. Taft de- 
clared last weekend in a series of cam- 
paign speeches in Wisconsin where the 
primaries will be held next month. 

The candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination said that one of the first acts 
of a newly elected Republican Adminis- 
tration should be a “re-examination of 
our military structure,” which, he said, 
if permitted to keep growing threatens 
to wreck our whole economy. 

He declared that the war in Korea is 
one that need never have been fought. 
He asserted that it was brought on by 
failure to strengthen depleted defenses in 
the period following World War II “in 
the mistaken notion that Russia really 
wanted to be friendly.” 


Gen. MacArthur For Taft 


General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has suggested that his supporters 
in New Hampshire vote for Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft in the primaries there 11 
March. 

In response to inquiries, Col. L. E. 
Bunder, of General MacArthur’s office, 
confirmed a copyrighted article in the 
New Hampshire Sunday News reveal- 
ing that the General had written such 
a letter to State Senator J. Wesley Col- 
burn. Senator Colburn has been chair- 
man of the MacArthur-for-President 
movement in New Hampshire but with- 
drew at the General’s suggestion. 

This is the first time that General Mac-

individuals being paid in accordance with Ca- 
reer Compensation rates will receive a 3 per 
cent increase, the same increase as provided 
in the basic pay of active military personne). 
Retired personne! will not benefit from the 
increased allowances to active military per- 
sonnel. Personnel who are drawing saved re- 
tired pay under laws in effect prior to the 
passage of the Career Compensation Act may, 
by virtue of the provisions of this Act, re- 
ceive their saved pay or pay at Career Com- 
pensation Act rates as increased by this bill, 
whichever is higher, Those individuals, who 
may have already made an election under 
Section 411 of the Career Compensation Act, 
are provided an opportunity to reconsider 
their election in the light of increased rates 
provided in this bill. The bill as passed by 
the House of Representatives provides a 10 
per cent increase to all retired military per- 
sonnel, including those receiving saved pay. 
Providing the same percentage increase to 
those drawing saved pay will perpetuate a 
savings provision and may grant special ben- 
efits to some individuals drawing saved pay, 
which are not enjoyed by those retiring since 
the enactment of the Career Compe 
Act or in the future. For these reasons the 
Committee has not adopted the language of 
the House bill in providing increases for re- 
tired military personnel.

The Air Force announced this week 
that Reserve Officers voluntarily serving 
on active duty under Air Force Service 
Statements at the time of Korea may 
return to civilian life upon expiration of 
these contracts. Approximately 7,500 of- 
ficers are affected by the ruling. 

These officers may remain on active 
duty by signing voluntary indefinite 
statements. 

Those Reservists who already have 
completed tours under their service state- 
ments and are currently serving under 
involuntarily extended tours may sepa- 
rate or: 

1. Volunteer to continue active duty 
for an indefinite period; 

2. Volunteer to continue active duty 
until completion of present expansion pe- 
riod (21 months). 

Heretofore the separation policy af- 
fecting such officers has been as follows: 

Any officer serving in a grade lower 
than his Reserve component grade could 
separate immediately upon completion of 
his obligated service. 

Any officer holding a grade equal to 
or higher than his Reserve component 
grade would be retained an additional 21 
months. 





AF Management Courses 

With cost-consciouness and all other 
aspects of management becoming in- 
creasingly important to the well-being 
of a rapidly-expanding Air Force, the 
USAF Institute of Technology at Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio, has issued a re- 
minder that vacancies still exist for well- 
qualified Regular AF officers in this type 
of training at Harvard University and 
the University of Pittsburgh.

Presentation of the title was made by 
Brig.

Henry R. Spicer, Wichita base com- 
mander. The Army Corps of Engineers 
carries out the construction mission for 
the Air Force.

Operation Feasibility 


Approximately 250 additional civilian 
employees will be added to the Lackland 
AFB, Tex., working force by 1 May as 
replacements for military personnel, ac- 
cording to Brig. Gen. Wycliffe E. Steele, 
USAF, commanding general of the Gate- 
way to the Air Force base at San Antonio. 

The civilian hiring is one development 
of the Gateway base’s economy and man- 
power conservation program. Under the 
long range experiment, known as Air 
Force “Operation Feasibility,” Lackland 
has been selected as a defense depart- 
ment installation to demonstrate how 
more able-bodied servicemen can be re- 
leased for combat-connected duty with- 
out disrupting operational functions or 
hampering a continuing cost-cutting 
drive. 

Other developments in the huge experi- 
ment include authorization to assign 164 
limited service airmen in positions now 
held by combat-fit personnel. 

The base has also readied a plan for 
the utilization of 716 additional WAF's in 
jobs now held by male officers and air- 
men. 





Incapacity Grace Period 


In a decision this week in the case of 
Capt. Beverly O. Bush, USAF, the Comp- 
troller General ruled that a grace period 
granted after an incapacity resulting 
from the performance of hazardous duty 
may not be supplemented by a further 
grace period incident to an aviation acci- 
dent which occurred prior to the effective 
date of an Executive Order (10152) of 17 
Aug. 1950. 

The official digest of the decision 
(B-106485) follows: 

“Section 10 of Executive Order No. 10152, 
August 17, 1950, which implements section 
204 of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
and provides that a member of the armed 
services incapacitated as the result of the 
performance of hazardous duty will be 
deemed to have fulfilled all the requirements 
for the performance of such duty for a pe- 
riod of three months following the dates of 
such incapacity, as determined by appro- 
priate medical authority, may not be in- 
terpreted as authorizing a further grace pe- 
riod incident to an aviation accident which 
occurred prior to the effective date of the 
Executive order.”’ 


Increase WAFs Overseas

ice dependents recalls a movement of two 
or three years ago to discontinue taking 
care of service families—a move which 
the House Armed Services Committee 
strongly opposed. 

Admiral Brown said: 

“The principal effect of the bill would be 
to take away from the Armed Services their 
hospitals and dispensaries within the Con- 
tinental United States. The Army, Navy and 
Air Force each would retain one hospital as 


a Medical Center. All Armed Services hos- 


pitals, together with those of the Veterans

Administration and the Public Health Serv- | 


ice, would be placed under the jurisdiction 


and control of the propdsed Department of | 


Health. The bill makes no specific provision 
for hospitalization of personnel of the Armed 
Services although it may be assumed that the 
responsibility for hospitalization of Army, 
Navy and Air Force personnel would be the 
responsibility of the Department of Health. 


Treatment of Retired 


“Similarly, the hospitalization of retired 
military personnel and the dependents of 
military personnel is left in doubt. There 
is no question, however, but that the system 
envisioned by the bill would remove hos- 
pitalized service personnel entirely from the 
control of the Armed Services, and leave the 
determination of fitness for duty of hospital- 
ized members of the service under the con- 
trol of other than a military or naval agency. 

“The present service hospital organization 
evolved through years of experience of the 
military services in peace and in war. 
The present hospital system of the milli- 
tary services is exemplified by traditional 
devotion and unqualified loyalty of its mem- 
bers, esprit de corps, professional improve- 
ment and other qualities that yield the high- 
est in performance. The whole medical serv- 
ice given to the Armed Forces by its several 
medical departments has consistently been of 
a high order and has kept pace with the 
progress of medical practices in general. The 
present hospital system always has been able 
to furnish the military services with the 
highest standards of medical support in the 
most responsive manner. Through this exist- 
ing system military mortality rates have 
been brought to the lowest figures known 
today. 

“The Department of Defense firmly be- 
lieves that the transfer of military hospitals 
to a Department of Health would seriously 
impair the military effectiveness of the 
Armed Forces. The effectiveness of the 
Armed Forces requires full logistic support 
in which the Medical Departments contribute 
as a part of the team first in strategic and 
tactical planning and thereafter in responsive 
medical cooperation toward conclusion of 
the campaign. Direct authority and control 
by military commanders are necessary to 
maintain immediate response to command 
requirements in the phases of logistic sup- 
port which the Medical Departments now 
furnish. 


Supports Morale 

“One of the most attractive inducements 
for people to make a career of the Armed 
Services is the medical attention which has 
been afforded. To the man in the combat 
zone in time of war, the knowledge that 
proper medical care is available is one of 
the strongest supports to his moral and 
Physical courage. We sincerely believe that 
if this bill is enacted, it will be impossible 
for the military services to maintain suitable 
medical support in time of war. The incen- 
tive today for doctors, dentists and nurses to 
make a career in the Armed Services would 
be destroyed completely and it would be 
difficult for them to consider themselves a 
part of the Armed Services. A vast majority 
of them would be on duty with the Depart- 
ment of Health and under the supervision 
and control of an administrative agency hav- 
ing no connection with the Department of 
Defense and having no responsibility for the 
military security of the Nation. 

“Next, although the proposed administra- 
tion is to provide professional training, there 
is no doubt that such training would not 
include military considerations so essential 
to adequate preparedness for war. The train- 
ing of medical officers, dental officers, nurses 
or other categories of commissioned and en- 
listed members in military medical research, 
preventive medicine and operational logistics 
would, of necessity, be so limited as to be of 
little consequence. Finally, the majority of 
service hospitals are components of other 
service establishments and are located within 
the physical confines of military or naval 
reservations. It appears entirely illogical to 
operate a civilian hospital in such locations. 

No Support System 

“The attention of the Subcommittee is in- 
vited to the failure of the bill to provide for 
an Armed Forces medical support system in 
lieu of that presently provided. The medical 
support system required by the Armed 
Forces must be definitely more than a medi- 
cal first aid organization and must contem- 
plate minimizing combat and service physical 
damage by immediate professional attention. 
This medical responsiveness is necessary for 
maximum benefits of long term treatment,

and in addition reduces over-all costs of 
treatment required by lesser medical care 
received too late. Such care may be effective 
only to the extent of successful prior training 
in medical fields peculiar to the Armed forces 
which include but are not limited to aviation 
medicine, field medicine and submarine medi- 
cine. All of this training must be given under 
the direction of medical officers who are high- 
ly qualified in these specialized types of 
medical care.’’

Although the official report of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee, published 
elsewhere in this issue, goes to great lengths to 
justify a watered down version of the cost-of- 
living pay increase for the Services, the fact of 
the matter is that it represents an over-all in- 
crease 45 per cent less than that recommended 
by the Department of Defense and approved by 
a substantial vote in the House of Representa- 
tives. It is also 45 per cent less than that already 
given to civilian employees of the government 
and, moreover, would be effective, at the earliest, 
nine months later than the retroactive boost given 
the civilians. 


By quoting an isolated paragraph from the 
recommendations of the Hook Commission, the 
Committee’s report endeavors to create the idea 
that its bill is in accord with the thinking of 
that respected group of civilians who made such 
an exhaustive study of Service pay. In fact, the 
ten per cent bill passed by the House is the 
version which has the complete support of the 
members of the Hook Commission. This was 
made perfectly clear to the Committee on 29 
Jan. 1952 when Mr. Lawrence H. Whiting, an 
outstanding expert on Service pay and a mem- 
ber of the Hook Commission, told them that he 
had talked to the other members and they were 
unanimous in their approval of the ten per cent 
over-all increase. And he added: “Other Gov- 
ernment bodies have had an increase of ten per 
cent last Fall. The military will not be out of line 
and will not be up to the increases that you have 
approved for other civilian and other bodies in 
the Government. It is a fair. and a just and a 
reasonable request.” To imply that the Commis- 
sion approves a lesser version is misleading. 

One particularly bad effect of the Senate bill 
is its effect upon retired personnel. Because their 
income is based on a percentage of their active 
base pay and they are shorn of all allowances, 
their retired income drops to about half, or less, 
of their active pay. The Senate bill extends them 
a mere three per cent increase, as against an 
average 5.75 per cent increase for the active list. 


In light of the 269 to 89 vote by which the 
House approved the ten per cent figure, their 
conferees, who will sit with those from the Senate 
to iron out the differences, should feel bound to 
hold out for an agreement substantially closer 
to the House version than to that of the Senate. 
It is only by such a procedure that the Services 
can hope for relief more nearly approaching that 
given to civilian employees of the government 
and to industry and business throughout the 
country. 


Reorganizers seek to transfer Army, Navy, and 
Air Force ZI hospitals and doctors to new civilian 
agency.

Ban On Retirements. Representative James E. 
Van Zandt (R-Pa.), author of the amendment on 
the current appropriation bill which sharply cur- 
tails retirement privileges of officers in the Armed 
Services, has wisely decided to study the operation 
of the current restriction before seeking its reen- 
actment in the ’53 bill now before Congress. 

Mr. Van Zandt told THE JOURNAL that he will 
ask the Department of Defense for a detailed re- 
port of the effect of the amendment on manpower,

what it has saved in money, and the problems in- 
volved in its administration. He will do nothing 
toward its perpetuation before he has carefully 
weighed these factors. 

In these days when kicking the “brass” around 
seems such a popular theme, it is refreshing to see 


a Congressman concerned with the facts and their 
effects. The amendment has held some officers on 
active duty who otherwise would go on the re- 
tirement they have earned. But can the Depart- 
ment make full use of these officers? It is doubtful 
that it can. It would be unwise to put them on 
important long-range assignments, when it is 
known that they want to get out and will exer- 
cise their right as soon as permitted. These and 
many other factors are involved. 

The Department was not consulted on, and op- 
posed, the original amendment. It is fortunate 
that they are now given the opportunity to pre- 
sent the facts and their recommendations.

HE Communist proposal to place 

Russia on one of six neutral seats to 
supervise the Korean truce is provoking 
dignified editorial laughter among U. S. 
newspapers. However, most of the papers 
have brought se- 
rious considera- 
tions to bear on 
the _ otherwise 
humorous pro- 
posal. 

The San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle 
points out that 
the UN “is not 
obliged under 
the terms of the 
agreement to ac- 
cept any nation 
it doesn’t want,” 
and adds that it 
cannot accept 
Russia “without 
outraging the 
meaning of the 
word ‘neutral’.” 

Declaring the 
Communist pro- 
posal “insulting- 
ly frivolous,” the 
Minneapolis 
Tribune asks if it 
is “just a crude 
stalling device to 
give the Kremlin 
additional time 
to make up its 
mind on what to 
do in Korea” or 
whether “it is a pretext for another sus- 
pension of truce talks?” The paper be- 
lieves the answer is “not to be had at 
this time,” but says the UN “was war- 
rented in curtly rejecting the proposal.” 

A suggestion that the UN might put 
the finger on Russia by accepting it as a 
“neutral” and making it responsible be- 
fore the world for its demonstrated non- 
neutrality is discussed by the Baltimore 
Sun. “An ingenious notion,” the Sun says, 
“but it would put us on record as 


Integration of Turkey 


HILE General Eisenhower’s visit to 

Ankara and Athens (in company 
with SHAPE’s Chief of Staff, General 
Alfred M. Gruenther) had the formal pur- 
pose of reporting to the chiefs of state 
of two new members of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization, it had the 
solid purpose of expediting the integra- 
tion of two more sizable NATO forces. 


Up to now Turkey and Greece have 
had their own responsibilities for national 
defense, These still exist, but to them are 
added their responsibilities to the west- 
ern nations, in exchange for the large 
responsibilities of the latter under the 
one-for-all and all-for-one compact of the 
14 NATO nations. Integration has been 
under way for some time, as emphasized 
by last month’s extension of Admiral 
Carney’s Southern Sector command to 
include the land and air forces (not naval 
forces) of both Turkey and Greece. This 
was obviously only a beginning, its most 
significant aspect being that, in default 
of a Middle East command or a formal 
NATO Mediterranean command, the ar- 
rangement at least provides Admiral 
Carney with such flexibility as an emer- 
gency might require, in the way of local 
base connections and protection in that 
quarter of the Middle East. 


The land and air establishments of the 
two new members are large by reason of 
their standing responsibilities for their 
own security. If anyone has forgotten 
what they are he will be helped by a 
glance at the map. This will reveal that 
Turkey’s east-northeast frontier marches 
with the frontiers of Soviet Russia, and 
of northwest Iran in which Russia has 
more than once shown a greedy interest. 
Turkey’s northern frontier is the Black 
Sea. Her west frontier includes the straits 
which link the Black Sea with the Medi- 
terranean, Russia’s undying desire for 
which has figured in more than one great 
war. Along that Black Sea coast there 
is in progress a steady infiltration of 
Russians which has been in progress for

acknowledging something we knew to be 
untrue.” 

Complaining of the truce talks delay, 
the Seattle Post-Intelligencer remarks 
that “When General George Marshall im- 
posed a truce be-

of delay made it 
possible for the 
Chinese Commu- 
nists to place 
themselves in a 
superior position 
to defeat Chiang 
Kai-shek.” 

In this re- 
spect, the Cleve- 
land News adds 
that “stalemated 
Korean condi- 
tions today work 
only for the 
Communists’ 
benefit.” 

The Syracuse 
Herald - Journal 
says negotia- 
tions “are being 
held for the pur- 
pose of drafting 
a Korean armis- 
tice. The Reds 
should be re-

and not inject 
other matters with respect to which there 
is very little chance of agreement 
today.” 

The New Orleans Times-Picayune, 
states: “The reminder that the Korean 
armistice should not be tangled up with 
problems and controversies in other areas 
is a solid and logical counter against the 
apparent Communist attempt to drag all 
Far Eastern questions in and complicate 
a relatively simple truce negotiation past 
settlement.”

six years. That is, thwarted in the attempt 
to get the whole Rumanian coastal plain 
by force or persuasion, Russia has sent 
settlers in great number into that area, 
and further south into the coastal plain 
of Bulgaria. 


In both satellite countries these Rus- 
sian immigrants already constitute a 
“minority population” of several hundred 
thousand whom Moscow will one day be 
“protecting” in much the way Hitler 
“protected” the Sudeten Germans long 
ago. Developments have already brought 
the whole lower Danube basin more close- 
ly into Moscow control, and at the same 
time this migration policy sets up poten- 
tial Russian bases closer to the Darda- 
nelles, while strengthening Bulgaria for 
her own never-ceasing lust for Greek 
Macedonia. It is against such a threat, 
via Bulgaria and Macedonia, that Greece 
must be on guard, no less for herself than 
for her western Allies. These develop- 
ments, accordingly, suggest how impor- 
tant, from mutual viewpoints, is the re- 
cent inclusion of Turkey and Greece in 
the Treaty group. 


While General Eisenhower, as Supreme 
Allied Commander Europe, was making 
his first formal contact with the new 
Middle East members of NATO, Admiral 
Lynde D. McCormick as Supreme Allied 
Commander Atlantic has been continuing 
his tour of capitals of nine westerly na- 
tions, explaining to their chiefs of state 
and of defense the hopes and require- 
ments of SACLANT and ascertaining 
those nine sets of expectations and neces- 
sities. It will be interesting now to watch 
the wide differences between practices 
at the two big NATO establishments; one 
is fundamental, in that SACEUR is basi- 
cally on the Army pattern which greatly 
emphasizes the powers and responsibili- 
ties of the central staff, whereas SAC- 
LANT just as basically (and inevitably 
in view of its mission) will build on the 
Navy pattern, implying a very rapid dis-

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Protest ROK Troops in Red Army 


“ih gremmurrsvensd delegates to the Korean armistice conference continued to stall 
negotiations all this week, apparently either awaiting new instructions from 
Moscow and Peiping, or hoping that prolonging discussions might enable them 
to extort concessions from the impatient Allies. Though the conference is appar- 
ently deadlocked on all major issues the sessions continue, but are largely confined 
to wrangling, with the Reds reiterating their oft-repeated charges that the Allies 
are blocking a truce by creating hindrances to the talks. 

While conceding that the United Nations representatives have the right to 
veto the designation of Russia by the Reds as one of the neutral nations to supervise 
the proposed armistice the Red delegates nevertheless repeat their “firm and 
unshakeable” demand that Russia be accepted along with Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Switzerland, Norway and Sweden. United Nations officers again stated their “irre- 
vocable” stand that Russia is unacceptable. Further, they declined to be drawn 
into any prolonged debate as to their reasons for considering Russia as unneutral. 
The Reds this week submitted a new demand that neutral teams including Rus- 
sians, be permitted to inspect secret Allied military equipment during an armistice, 
a proposal not likely to be seriously considered. 


THE UNITED NATIONS DELEGATION this week resurrected their previous 
demand that the Reds account for 50,000 South Korean soldiers captured by the 
Communists and reported to have been incorporated into the Red army of North 
Korea. The Reds did not include the names of these missing men on their list of 
prisoners furnished to the Allies, but considerable evidence has been gathered to 
indicate the truth of reports from many sources that they have been impressed 
into the Red forces. The Allies insist that these men must be returned when 
prisoners of war are exchanged. The Reds reluctantly admitted that they have 
additional American and other Allied prisoners not previously reported. The admis- 
sion was made when the Allies submitted proof that some 174 unreported individuals 
were in custody of the Communists. 

However, the Communists contend that the missing South Korean soldiers 
“do not exist,” and declare the report that they are in the North Korean army is 
an Allied fabrication. Unfortunately for the Red contention a propaganda broadcast 
was being made this week at about the same time which appeared to confirm the 
validity of the Allied charge. The radio program, beamed to South Korean soldiers 
in the front line, urged them to desert and join the Communists, pointing out 
that many previously captured were now “voluntarily” serving in the Red army. 
Evidently the Red psychological warfare experts and the truce negotiators are 
confused as to the current party line. 

Major epidemics of bubonic plague, and possibly of cholera and typhus, are 
apparently sweeping sections of North Korea, and Red authorities are taking drastic 
measures to curtail them. The Peiping radio announced that Gen. Kim II] Sung, 
premier of North Korea, had issued a decree placing the country in a state of 
emergency to combat bubonic plague. Later broadcasts indicated the presence also 
of cholera and typhus. 


RED PROPAGANDA AGENCIES throughout all Communist countries are 
simultaneously declaring that “American bacteriological warfare” is responsible 
for the epidemics. Charges were first made that the Americans were dropping 
germ-laden fleas and other disease-bearing insects from planes. Later these accusa- 
tions were further embroidered by the charge that Allied artillery was firing shells 
loaded with cholera and typhus germs into the Red lines. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson branded the Red charges as obviously false 
and absurd and challenged the Communists to agree to an investigation of the 
accusations by an international agency, such as the Red Cross. In a broadcast from 
Peiping, Wilfred Burchett, correspondent for the Paris Communist newspaper, 
Ce Soir, was quoted as saying that “4,000 United Nations prisoners of war will have 
to take their chances with the rest of the Korean village dwellers in the horrors 
of a plague epidemic.” 

President Truman this week called upon the people of Russia and Red China 
to force their rulers to “turn from their senseless policy of hate and terror.” He 
assured them that “our highest aim is peace and friendship—and an end to the 
horror of war.” The President spoke from the deck of the Coast Guard Cutter 
Courier which has been placed in service as a floating radio transmitting station 
for the Voice of America. It is equipped with powerful medium and short wave 
transmitters, and designed ta broadcast to people behind the Iron Curtain under 
conditions that will make it extremely difficult for the Communist governments 
to jam reception. 


IN INDO-CHINA French and native troops scored several local successes 
this week against the Communist-led Viet Minh rebels, and for the time being 
reduced the Red threat against Hanoi. The French high command announced 
that an attempt by two Communist divisions to gain a foothold in the Red River 
delta, 30 miles southeast of Hanoi, had been smashed and the enemy driven back 
with heavy losses. A series of ambushes contributed to the Red defeat. 

The Red forces, estimated at 14,000, strongly resisted French attacks in the 
bitterly contested Red River rice lands, but finally collapsed and withdrew under 
fire of artillery and tanks. French planes dropping napalm bombs blasted the 
retreating Reds. 

The new prime minister of Egypt, Ahmed Naguib Hilaly Pasha, this week 
suspended parliament for a month, and also closed Fuad University in Cairo, in 
order to create a more favorable atmosphere for opening talks with Great Britain in 
an effort to settle the Anglo-Egyptian controversy over the future of the Suez 
Canal and the Sudan, which has threatened peace in the Middle East. The parlia- 
ment is dominated by the anti-British Wafdist party, and while in session would 
provide a formidable obstacle to temperate discussion of the question. The students 
of Fuad University have been active in agitating against the British and in pro- 
moting violent anti-foreign demonstrations. 

Hilaly Pasha succeeded Ala Maher Pasha who suddenly resigned as premier 
late last week, apparently following a disagreement with King Farouk over the 
proposed suspension of parliament. The new premier was expelled from the Wafdist 
party when he demanded a thorough investigation of charges of corruption on 
the part of high officials. He is highly regarded for his integrity and statesmanship, 
and there is considerable hope that under his leadership an amicable solution of 
the serious differences between England and Egypt may be found. 
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Problem of Reserve Officer Rank—Army and Air Force officials late this week 
were reported nearing solution of a complicated problem involving the rank of 
Reserve officers who have served on active duty since Korea, who have been 
promoted, and who are now returning to active duty. 

The crux of the problem is this: Temporary promotions given on active duty are 
made in the AUS or AFUS under provisions of the Officer Personnel Act. These 
promotions cannot be carried back to Organized Reserve Corps or Air Force Reserve 
status. 

For example, an officer recalled to active duty as a captain who was promoted 
subsequently to the temporary grade of major will revert to captain when he leaves 
active duty unless steps are taken. 

The Army and Air Force are working to resolve the dilemma involved in the 
simultaneous desires to recognize the outstanding service of Reserve officers in the 
Korea emergency and to maintain the vitality of the Organized Reserve Corps 
structure. 

There is a strong recollection of how the terminal leave promotions of World 
War II have resulted in serious repercussions during recent years. A further com- 
plicating factor in formulating policies to meet the current situation is the continued 
delay in the transmittal of the Reserve Officer Promotion Bill to Capitol Hill. This 
legislation was promised by the Department of Defense for 1 Feb. When that dead- 
line was not met, the Department of Defense was granted a 30-day extension. Now 
the 1 March extension deadline has passed and still there is no bill—despite the 
fact that the individual Services had completed their tasks well in advance of the 
original deadline. 

Obviously, in making plans for the immediate situation, officials must keep in 
mind the proposed contents of the yet-to-be-introduced long-range Reserve Officer 
Promotion Bill. But on the other hand, there cannot be an indefinite delay in taking 
action, for in the next few months hundreds of Reserve officers who have received 
promotions while on active duty since Korea will be leaving the service to return to 
civilian life and to resume their ORC status. 

Although final decisions have not yet been made, tentative proposals are being 
coordinated between the Services and with Reserve Officer Association officials. In 
these conferences, emphasis is being stressed on safeguarding the interests of the 
individual at the same time that the ORC structure is safeguarded. Here is the outline 
of one proposal now under consideration. 

In the grades of first lieutenant and captain, officers who received AUS temporary 
promotions on active duty would be authorized to retain the higher grade upon 
return to ORC status. It is explained that in these grades, the age spread is relatively 
small and to permit retention of the higher ranks will not thwart the long-range 
Reserve program. 

However, in the field grades, it is being considered that officers will have to 
fulfill minimum age and time-in-grade qualifications to retain the higher rank. Here 
is how this might work. 

An officer who came on active duty after Korea as a captain and who received 
a battlefield promotion to major would revert to the rank of captain upon leaving 
active duty if he did not meet these age and time-in-grade standards. However, it 
would be stipulated that when he did meet these qualifications he would automatically 
be advanced to the rank of major without regard to then existing vacancies. 

Of course, if he should apply for return to active duty and be accepted he 
would serve in the rank of major. 

Officials explain that under the National Defense Act it is possible to permit 
officers to retain the higher rank in AUS or AFUS status, but this rank would be 
meaningless in the ORC and Air Force Reserve. Thus, for example, an officer might 
hold AUS or AFUS rank as a lieutenant colonel, but receive only the rank and pay 
of a captain while participating in the ORC or AFR. 

It is apparent that the problem is a complicated one, but it can be anticipated 
that an early announcement will be made. The Services want to avoid embarrassing 
situations in which it might appear that Reservists who are being returned to civilian 
status summarily are being reduced in rank. 

Undoubtedly, had the Reserve Officer Promotion Bill reached Congress earlier, 
an answer to this problem would have been announced weeks ago. 


Military Semanticists Fractured—Students of the U. S. military vocabulary are 
broken up by their inability to trace the origin of a word that’s becoming increasingly 
more familiar, no matter its apparent lack of popularity among Government officials. 

That word is INFRASTRUCTURE. 

Here is what Secretary of Defense Dean Acheson had to say about it in his 
speech to the Nation last week on the recent NATO meetings at Lisbon. He spoke 
of the agreements reached on development of facilities to support the NATO forces 
and added: “One thing I can’t explain to you is how these faciilties came to be 
called by the name of ‘infra-structure.’ 

“But despite this heavy handicap,” Secretary Acheson related, “good progress 
was made on this issue.” 

Returning from the Lisbon meetings, Secretary of Defense Robert A. Lovett 
referred at a press conference to the word with the mysterious history. He said: 

“I don’t know who started this business of ‘infrastructure,’ (he gave it a French 


pronounciation), but ... the next fellow that pulls any of this ‘infrastructure’ (again | 


pronounced in French) on me is going to get shot ‘daid.’” 
THE JouRNAL this week asked the Department of Defense if there was any official 
definition of the word. The answer came back: “No” (pronounced in English). 


Adm. Colbert Appointed—Rear Adm. Leo Otis Colbert, USCGS-Ret., was named 
this week to head the Washington office of the Arctic Institute of North America, 
an organization concerned with the advancement and coordination of scientific 
research. He is a former director of the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. 


XVI Corps CoS—Col. Kenneth C. Strother has been named chief of staff for the 
XVI Corps, with headquarters at Sendai, Japan. 

Prior to his present assignment, Colonel] Strother had served as chief of the 
troop information and education section, General Headquarters, Far East Command 
in Tokyo since 1949. 

Colonel Strother’s wife and daughter currently live in Tokyo, where his daugh- 
ter is a senior at Meguro High School. 





Reserve Medal Restriction—A number of Regular military personnel are express- 
ing disappointment over regulations relating to the award of the Armed Forces 
Reserve Medal. What is disturbing to these persons is the fact that in order to 
receive the medal an applicant must have rendered 10 years of Reserve service 
during a period of 12 consecutive years. Reserve service rendered concurrently with 
active duty as an enlisted man in the Regular Army, however, cannot be counted. 

Here is the official statement on Requirements for the Armed Forces Reserve 
Medal: “Honorable and satisfactory service as a member of one or more of the 
Reserve components of the Armed Forces of the United States as enumerated in 
Title III, Section 306 (c) of Public Law 810, 80th Congress, for a period of 10 years, 
not necessarily consecutive, provided such service was performed within a period 
of 12 consecutive years. The 10 years of service must be honorable and satisfactory 
as defined under Public Law 810, 80th Congress. Periods of service as a member 
of the Honorary Reserve and/or Honorary Retired List of a civilian component of 
the Armed Forces of the United States will not be considered in determining eligibil- 
ity, except all periods of active Federal service by such members will be considered. 
Periods of service as a member of a regular component of the Armed Forces of the 
United States, including the Coast Guard, and periods of service for which the 
Naval Reserve Medal, Organized Marine Corps Reserve Medal or the Marine Corps 
Reserve Ribbon has been or may be awarded, will not be considered in determining 
eligibility.”

Colonel Argo has been in charge of 
D/A Manpower Utilization Survey Program in Washington, D. C., for the past four 
years. He has a total of 34% years in service. 


May Restrict AF NCO Title—According to Air Training Command officials, a 
study is in progress concerning the possibility of limiting the NCO title to the first 
three grades. It was stated that if the plan were adopted, buck sergeants would 
have to join airmen clubs. 


Colonel Lentz’ New Song. Col. Bernard Lentz, USA-Ret., has had his third song 
published—“You Need Some Basic Training, Soldier Boy.’ Colonel Lentz, whose 
song writing did not start until after he had served 45 years in the Regular Army, 
has previously had published “I Want My Mama Mellow,” “Don’t Bother Father 
While He’s at the Bar,” and the popular “Sound Off,” the Duckworth Chant, which 
he god-fathered and fostered from its inception at Ft. Slocum, N. Y. in 1944. All have 
been published by Shapiro, Bernstein & Company of New York. 


Corporal Becomes French Count In Korea—An American soldier in Korea became 
a French count recently. Cpl. William DeSercy, Company G, 14th “Lynx” Regiment, 
was born in Normandy, France, the son of Count Laurent DeSercy and Countess 
Hidene DeSercy. According to French law, Corporal DeSercy became a member of 
French nobility when he reached his 21st birthday. The event found DeSercy on 
the Korean battlefield. 

The corporal-count came to the United States in 1946 with his mother and made 
his home at Kennett Square, Pa. He finished his schooling in Pennsylvania and felt 
an obligation to serve in the Army of his adopted country. Rifleman DeSercy came 
to Korea immediately after completing basic training. 


Comdr. Brehm Wins Triple Award—Comdr. William W. Brehm, USN, has won 
triple award of a Distinguished Flying Cross; a gold star in lieu of a second DFC, 
and a gold star in lieu of a second Air Medal for meritorious achievements as Navy 
fighter pilot and Commander, Carrier Air Group 101 while operating from the carrier 
USS Boxer in the Korean area. Commaner Brehm received the awards 28 Feb. from 
Rear Adm. Tom B. Hill, USN, Chief of Staff, at Pearl Harbor headquarters of 
Admiral Arthur W. Radford, USN, Commander in Chief Pacific and U. S. Pacific 
fleet. The Navy pilot is attached to Admiral Radford’s staff. 


Marine Band Loses Seven in One—When Master Sergeant Carlos Furminger, 
USMC, retired last week after 28 years with the Marine Band, the group lost a tuba 
player, a cornetist, a string bass man, a singer, a tour baggagemaster, an assistant 
librarian and a dog impersonator. Sergeant Furminger had completed more than 
32 years of colorful military service, during which time he earned a reputation as 
one of the most versatile men who ever served with the Marine Band. 


Army Dental Chief to FEC—Maj. Gen. Walter D. Love, DC, Chief of Army Dental 
Corps, and Brig. Gen. Lynn H. Tingay, DC, Director of Dental Activities, Brooke 
Army Medical Center, Fort Sam Houston, Tex., will leave Washington, D. C., on 17 
March to visit dental installations in the Far East Command and Okinawa. They 
plan to pay special attention to forward mobile dental units in Korea. The generals 
will also visit dental installations in Hawaii before returning to the United States. 


National Guard Day of Prayer—Chief of Chaplains (Maj. Gen.) Roy H. Parker, 
USA, has suggested to the chief representatives of all faiths and religious denomina- 
tions that during services the weekend of 25-27 April, a special prayer be said in all 
places of worship for the safety and well-being of members of the National Guard 
who are now serving on active military service in Korea, Europe and elsewhere. 
It is expected that during services, Friday, 25 April, Saturday, 26 April and Sunday, 
27 April, ministers throughout the United States will take the opportunity to give 
the special prayer and probably make reference to the National Guard in their 
sermons. 


Ranger Attrition—The first Ranger Class at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, 
Ga., was graduated recently after eight weeks instruction, of which two weeks 
were in Florida swamps and two weeks in north Georgia mountains. There were 
47 graduates, less than half the number in the original enrollment. 

The Ranger graduates will be assigned to large units where they will instruct 
others in special techniques learned at the Infantry School.

General Headquarters, Far East Com- 
mand, has announced the formation of 
a new General Staff Section to assume 
the duties of staff coordination of Civil 
Affairs in the Far East Command and 
the United Nations Command. It is 
headed by Col. Walter R. Hensey, jr. 

The new section, G-5 (Civil Affairs) will 
be of equal rank in General Ridgway’s 
headquarters to the other General Staff 
sections—G-1 (Personnel), G-2 (Intelli- 
gence), G-3 (Plans, Operations and Train- 
ing) and G-4 (Logistics). 

Two reasons were given for the new 
organization: (1) to consolidate in one 
staff section the responsibility for the re- 
lief and support of the Korean popula- 
tion under the United Nations Command, 
and (2) to absorb the Civil Affairs re- 
sponsibilities for the Ryukyus. 

The primary mission of the G-5 Section 
for the time being will be to aid the Re- 
public of Korea in reestablishing its 
economy and to assist in the relief and 
rehabilitation of this battle-scarred na- 
tion. 

Operations on the ground in Korea will 
continue under the supervision of the 
Commanding General, Eighth Army, 
through the United Nations Civil Assist- 
ance Command, Korea. Eighth Army and 
UNCACK responsibilities, therefore, will 
not be affected by this change.

Ships of the Fleet 


USS Flying Fish—became the first 
submarine in history to make 5,000 dives 
when she plunged into the depths of 
Long Island Sound, off New London, 
Conn., 29 Feb. Aboard the submarine for 
the historic dive was Navy Secretary 
Dan A. Kimball.

They also knocked out 2 locomotives and 
many rail cars. 

In a summary of its operations for the 
week ending 29 Feb., the Far East Air 
Force announced that its planes, includ- 
ing attached South African, Australian 
and U. S. Marine aircraft, flew nearly 
5,100 sorties over Korea during the pe- 
riod. Two enemy MIGs were shot down 
last week in air combat and 3 others 
damaged by American Sabre Jets. No 
Allied planes were lost in air-to-air fight- 
ing. However 3 friendly aircraft were lost 
to Communist ground fire last week, and 
2 to undetermined causes. Allied planes 
shot down by enemy anti-aircraft fire 
included 1 F-84 Thunder Jet, 1 RF-51 
Mustang photo-reconnaissance plane, and 
1 F4U Marine plane. The two planes lost 
to other causes were 1 B-26 light bomber 
and 1 RF-80 jet photo plane. 

Casualties 


The Defense Department’s latest esti- 
mate places total enemy casualties since 
the start of the Korean war through 19 
Feb. at 1,635,621, including 37,780 interned 
Korean civilians, an increase of 20,028 
since the last previous estimate as of 6 
Feb, Of the total enemy casualties 715,- 
145 are North Koreans, exclusive of in- 
terned civilians, and 882,696 are Chinese 
Communists. 

The North Koreans lost 467,648 killed 
and wounded, 135,986 sick and injured, 
and 111,511 military prisoners of war. The 
estimated Chinese Communist losses were 
680,429 battle casualties, 181,490 non-bat- 
tle casualties, and 20,777 prisoners of war. 

The Defense Department announced 
this week that American battle casual- 
ties, including all those concerning which 
next of kin were notified through 29 Feb., 
now total 106,298, an increase of 306 since 
last week. These include 18,458 killed in 
action or died of wounds; 77,144 wounded 
in action, including 1,733 who subsequent- 
ly died; and 12,624 missing in action, in- 
cluding 195 known to have died, 1,389 
who returned to military control, and 
1,044 captured, leaving 9,996 currently 
missing. 

Of the total American battle casualties 
during the war 87,051 were sustained by 
the Army, 1,236 by the Navy, 16,942 by 
the Marine Corps, and 1,069 by the Air 
Force.

Small Business Awards 

Small business firms received $1,144,- 
000,000 in Navy prime contracts during 
the first six months of the current fiscal 
year. This amount is almost equal to the 
$1,200,000,000 total the Navy awarded 
small business during the entire previous 
fiscal year. 

The average monthly amount of prime 
contracts awarded small business cur- 
rently is $190 million. An average of $100 
million a month was awarded during the 
last fiscal year and $23 million a month 
during fiscal 1950. 

The number of prime _ contracts 
awarded small business has jumped from 
an average of 27,600 a month in 1950 to 
41,700 a month currently. 





Ship Construction 

Construction of two radar picket sub- 
marines (SSR) has been assigned to the 
Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, Portsmouth, 
N. H., Rear Adm. Homer N. Wallin, Chief 
of the Navy Bureau of Ships, announced 
this week. 

At the same time, Admiral Wallin said 
a project order is being issued for con- 
struction of two 138-foot wooden hull 
auxiliary motor minesweepers (AMS) at 
the Puget Sound Navai Shipyard, Brem- 
erton, Wash. 





Urges Defense Act Renewal 

Despite the stretch-out in military pro- 
duction, the defense and atomic energy 
programs during the second quarter of 
1952 will require more than 25 per cent 
of the nation’s steel supply, 40 per cent 
of the copper and 50 per cent of the 
aluminum. 

This was reported to the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee this week 
by Secretary of Defense Robert A. Lovett 
in supporting extension of the Defense 
Production Act. 

Secretary Lovett stressed that over the 
next year or so “the maximum produc- 
tion impact of our defense effort will 
occur. The long lead-time items, the heavy 
— will begin to roll off the production 
ines.” 


Air Industry Needs Men 

Recently-announced “stretch-outs” in 
the nation’s aircraft production program 
have not reduced the aircraft industry’s 
immediate critical need for thousands of 
engineers, technicians and higly-skilled 
craftsmen, the Aircraft Industries As- 
sociation reported this week. 

The Association reported the “greatest 
long-range threat to aircraft produc- 
tion” is the national shortage of engi- 
neers which “may impede future produc- 
tion rates.” Despite downward revisions 
of production schedules, the industry as 
a whole is still expanding and produc- 
tion is being increased. 

By the end of 1952, AIA predicts, the 
aircraft industry should be the nation’s 
second-largest user (possibly the largest 
user) of manufacturing manpower, with 
total employment of about 750,000. This 
will be triple the industry’s manpower 
at the beginning of the Korean War, and 
compares with about 600,000 at the end 
of 1951. Peak employment in World War 
II was more than 2,000,000.

HE House of Representatives this week 

voted a Coast Guard budget for fiscal 
year 1953 which was estimated by the 
President at $238,850,000, was cut $3,750,- 
000 by the Appropriations Committee and 
which was reduced another $1,600,000 by 
the House. 

By comparison, the Coast Guard was 
given $227,422,000 for the current fiscal 
year. 

During the floor debate, repeated praise 
was given to the Coast Guard for effi- 
ciency of its operations. In fact, the effi- 
ciency and cost-consciousness of the 
Coast Guard was cited as a reason for 
permitting a reduction from the Com- 
mittee’s recommended appropriation. 

An effort to cut another $1,000,000 from 
the Coast Guard funds was defeated after 
Committee members took the floor to 
stress how Coast Guard pilots were being 
forced to fly on ocean assignments in 
aircraft which long ago needed replace- 
ment. 

The President’s budget asked $1,956,- 
250,000 for operating expenses, $21,000,- 
000 for acquisition, construction and 
improvements, $17,600,000 for retired pay 
and $4,000,000 for Reserve training. 

As approved by the House, the budget 
is reduced to $194,000,000 for operating 
expenses, $20,000,000 for acquisition, con- 
struction and improvements, $17,000,000 
for retired pay and $2,500,000 for Reserve 
training. 

Personnel Strength 

The Coast Guard had a strength as of 
31 Dec. 1951 of 2709 officers, 921 chief 
warrant and warrant officers and 28,207 
enlisted men. 

It is anticipated that a full enlisted 
strength of 30,846 will be achieved by 
April. 

During fiscal year 1953, which begins 
on 1 July, the Coast Guard will have an 
average strength of 3,120 officers, 922 
warrant officers, 531 cadets and 30,542 
enlisted personnel for a total force of 
35,115, compared with 32,332 for the cur- 
rent fiscal year and 26,940 for fiscal year 
1951. 

During World War II, the Coast Guard 
had 11,000 officers and approximately 
172,000 men.

Personnel Circulars Nos. 10-52 and 
11-52, which will be distributed shortly, 
set forth requirements for applying for 
consideration and recommendation for 
appointment to warrant grade for tem- 
porary service. A new form, CG-3288

It con- 
sists of one 150 KW medium wuve trans- 
mitter (three times th: power of the 
largest American broaacasting station), 
two 35 KW shortwave transmitters and 
supporting communications equipment. 
One hold of the vessel contains diesel 
engines capable of generating 1,500,000 
watts of electrical power for the radio 
equipment.

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Gen. Crow's Diary 


It was revealed this week that items 
from a diary kept by Maj. Gen. R. W. 
Grow, USA, former military attache in 
Moscow, had been published in East 
Germany. 

The following statement was released 
in Washington, D. C., by the Army: 

“The compromise of General Grow’'s diary 
is being investigated by the Department of 
the Army. Though the investigation has not 
been completed in all details, certain in- 
formation which is now known can be made 
available. 

“During the summer of 1951 while Maj. 
Gen. R. W. Grow, Army Attache to Moscow, 





was in Frankfurt, Germany, an individual 
believed to be a Soviet agent apparently en- 
tered General Grow’s quarters and obtained 
access to his personal diary. Parts of the 
diary were photographed, and the diary Iit- 
self was returned before it was missed. The 
photostats were delivered to a British writer, 
Richard Squires, in East Berlin. 

“‘At the time Squires was writing a book 
designed to depict the Western Powers in 
Germany in a very unfavorable light. He 
added a chapter not previously planned based 
on the photostats of General Grow’s diary. 
In this he has quoted extracts selected to 
suit his purposes attempting to ‘prove’ that 
General Grow and the U, S. Army are ‘tools 
of Wall Street’ and ‘war mongers,’ and that 
General Grow was a spy. Extracts from the 
diary purport to show General Grow’s daily 
activities. 

‘Squires’ book was published in East Ber- 
lin in German after a Department of the 





Army announcement that General Grow was 
to be reassigned. 

‘‘Maj. Gen. Harry J, Collins has been ap- 
pointed Army Attache to Moscow.”’

persion of responsibility to the theater 
or task force command. This in itself 
promises a smaller staff at Norfolk than 
at Marly, and a quicker assembling of 
personnel—mainly out of the North At- 
lantic Planning Group which already has 
been functioning for over two years. 

Admiral McCormick’s tour necessarily 
kept him occupied during most of the 
4-navy “Grand Slam” maneuver which 
Admiral Carney has been conducting in 
the western Mediterranean, but he will 
be at Naples in time for the maneuver’s 
most useful stage—the review and 
critique. The experiences in Grand Slam, 
especially in the evidence afforded of 
intensely coordinated and harmonized 
practices (or lack of them) among 
French, British, Italian and American 
elements, will provide their own guidance 
for SACLANAT itself. 

M. Antoine Pinay, the new premier of 
France, has won a narrow vote of ap- 
proval in the French Assembly as head 
of a new government to replace the 
Faure ministry which was lately upset. 
The cause of the upset remains un- 
changed—the assumed desirability of rec- 
ognizing that if national defense com- 
mitments call for more money somebody 
must produce the money. M. Faure’s view 
was that the right way to meet a deficit 
is to raise taxes (and before an American 
observer denounces the French opposi- 
tion for refusing to raise taxes to over- 
come a deficit, he can profitably inquire 
into current practices in the U. S. Con- 
gress). There is a strong probability M. 
Faure’s successor will have to grapple 
with this same unpleasant necessity, by 
whatever new name it may be called. 
Thus far there is no indication that 
France intends to withdraw her NATO 
commitments; if she does not, her choice 
would seem to be between raising taxes 
in some pattern and accepting another 
deficit, with all the inflationary results 
which is connoted by a deficit, whether 
American or French in origin. 

Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad, Commander 
of U. S. Air Forces in Europe and also 
Allied Air Commander in General Eisen- 
hower’s Central Sector, has returned to 
Fontainebleau after a short visit at the 
Pentagon. Presumably his visit was re- 
lated to the air build-up which will be 
possible this year, now that Lisbon has 
firmly agreed on 200 airbases (largely 
deployment) in western Europe, and 
which Lisbon promised in the way of 
“about 4,000 planes by the end of 1952.” 
General Norstad made no public state- 
ment on either subject.
